del Carmine there being infinite multizudes which ſtay-

foot ready at his commands-:* Perrone petfiſting in his 


opinion ſaid often that by ' all "means the B-indii' ſhold 


be a horſeback : Maſaniello ſuſpe&ting fome-finiſter 
praiſes of Perrone in givingthis ſame counſell,-caus'd - 
that he ordered'more peremptorily they ſhold;go afoot , 
and that they ſhold nor budge from one corner of the 
Market which he would afhgn them for -rheir . quarter. 
The Banditi being much diſquiered m mind, hae lc 
they had not their intcar towards the execttion of their 
dehgn, as they parted there were ſeven archibuz ſhors 
made at Maſeniells , yet*they' miſſed him-all>,, « bur 
ſome bullets- burnt part of his fbirt and (o fellwoche 


; cart, all which was eftecm'd # miracle of Lag 
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Lady del Carmine , whoſe medail he carried about bis 
neck hanging down to his breſt, Every one may ima=« 
gin ſhow much this at might . have mov'd the pee- 
ple -to fury , but ther ouly bippen'd confus'd dark ru- 
mours and-whiſperings for the preſent ; but afterwards 
they fell upon thoſc Banditi and diſcharg'd 300.

'Theinoiſe was ſo-great, and the ſhots {o. many, and 
the-rumalt ſo high in the Monaſtery ,, the garcs being 04 
tis .andpull'd off the-hinges, that all the Fryers trem- 
ny wich fear thought they were all dead men , and

many of them cenfeſling one to another with crucifixes 
in their hands , and other images, expeacd no' other - 
then ſudden death ; yet: neverthelefle the Archbiſhop 
did not give over, but with 2 notable magnamity wor- 
thy of a Prelar,d1d incourage them, diſtributing his paſto= 
rall benedi&ions among them up and down with matty 
+ ſweet words of comfort. 

The people were much mov'd to ſee the hely Church 
ſo polluted with bloud , and prophan'd with ſlaughters, 
therefore thoſe dead bodics were ' carried out into the 
Market 3 and the people went ro find out* the reft of 
the Banditi who were hid in divers places, whereof 
divers were kill'd , and the reſt got ever the walls to fave 
their lifes. Som were taken alive who reveal'd the treaſon 
intended againſt AMaſanicllo fer afoot by the Duke of 
Mataloni, either for revenging of the affront he» bad 
received the munday before , or to perform: his pro- 
miſe made'to the Vice-Roy , hoping therby to dilani- 
mate and fo diſunite the peeple , "their head being 
cut off, 

Hereupon the people not only dwelling about the 
Market place., but in other places, having notice given 
them that che ſaid 500. Banditi came of purpols by 
the machinations of the Duke of Mataloni ro make away 
Maſaniello , and that Perrone was a chief inftru- 
ment to bring this about , Maſaniciio commanded the 
ſayed Perrone to be killed, bur ro be firſt pur to the ror- 
ment to draw out of him the trace , order and ryanner 
of the plor, with his complices, which being don , 
many things were diſcevered tending to the ;prejudice 
and fites of the peeple. He confeſs'd in particular , that 
he and the cel} of the Banditi were ſenr by order of the 
Duke of Mataloni, not only ' ro murdre the -r on 
Maſaniello , but alſo by a mine already made'tn 
up the Ifle of the Houſe of Maſanjetlo, with" the 
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contiguous hoſes under which there were already twen- 

eight barrells of powder putz and therewith the whole 
- Fox.rov of Carmine, under which ther were alſo a mine 
laid wirh great ſtore of gun-powder, baving to this cffe&t 
xeceiy'd from the ſaid Duke a bill for him(clf and bis 
complices, who were engaged in the plot of firteen thou- 
fand crowns, which accordingly was found abour 
him: ſo much Perrone confeſs'd and no more, and 
though it was enough, yet he confeſs'd not all,which was 
diſcover'd afterwards by others : Having confeſs'd all 
this, his head was choprt off with a brothers of bis, and 
they were pitcht upon pikes in the Marker place, to be a 
ſpeRacle to the world, 

*Twixt the Banditi who were taken alive, and not 
ſhot , one of them deſired his life of Maſanzello, and, he 
wold diſcoycr unto him ſom conjurations far greater 
and more generall then Perrone contefled, or Graſſo 
either, which if he deteed , his lite was promis'd him , 
provided his diſcoyeries prov*d tru : Hereupon he re- 
veal'd that the night following , preſuppoling that the 
foreſaid fire hundred Bandit horſe had formerly had 

ood ſucceNe, ther were many Troops of Horle to 

econd rhem., and they were to ct fire to certain mines 
under the great market place, at ſuch a time whea it 
was fulleſt of pcople , and trod by armed men, which 
cominonly according to their former cuſtom wag us'd 
to be about three hours in the night , at the ſtriking of 
which haur they were to give: fire to the mine, which 
confiſted of fifty cantaras of Powder and more,amount- 
ing to fifteen thouſand pounds , or thereabouts ,- and 
read np and down through the bowells of the ſaid 
kerplc » Which had made fly into the air all the 
ple then preſent , and blown up the cdificies circum- 
Xry with the Monaſtery and Church del Carmize , 
inſomuch that ther had periſh'd at leaſt beſides rhe de- 
is | | ſtcuion 
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ſtrufion of the holy buildings and profane, about ane 
hundred and fifty thouſand (oules + A caſe of infinite 
compallion, juſtifying any orher bloody revenge which 
the pceple mizhr have taken for ſuch a barbarous and 
unhcard of cruelty : when the mines had taken effec, 
the Bandi:i were to diſperſe up and downe, joyning with 
ſome of the Gentry whom they had broughc in with 
them, and fall upon the reſt of the common peeple, and 
put all to the {word ; this bcing underſtood hy Maſani- 
cllo, he ordered that with all poffible diligence thoſe 
ſubterranean places ſhould be ſearched that werg reveal'd 
by the ſaid priſoner, whieh being found true and reall, 
he pardoned him his life, but wich perperuall baniſhment 
from the city and kingdome under pain of life; the 
ſaid powder being rakea.up from all rhoſe places under 
oround, did ſerve for proviſion te the peeple for many 
days,for they had ſcarcity thereof. 

It was diſcover'd alſo bythe confcllion of other Bandi- 
ti, being pur upon the rack, that by rhe machinations of 
Duke Mataloni, and his brother Perrove and Greſſa, 
having the chief hand therein, that the waters which by 
AqueduQts fcrv'd the ciry of Naples were poiſen'd, 
as alſo the corne, which afrer much diligence being 
found to be true, ſpecially in choſe Ciſterns which receive 
the raine water, as in the Sellaries, rhe publick Mar- 
kers, and other places inhabited by the meaner ſort 
of peeple , for it was prov'd that two poore children 
had died by thoſe waters; therefore the Aquedufts 
which conveyed thoſe waters being broke ope , notice 
was given by ſound of Trumper and Drum, with Bills 
fix*d on all quarters of the city, that none ſhold drink 
of thoſe waters that paſs'd through the Fermale, which 
was the common Aquedut. Ar the ſame time by or- 
der ' of Maſaniello were diſpatch't many companies. of 
armed foor and horſe through all the City , and the 
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Suburbs, to rake the reſt of the Banditi , who were res 
tired for San&uary to divers Churches and Monaſterics, 
ſpecially in Santa Maria della Nuoya , where a great 
number took ſhelter, and it was bruited abroad,that Don 
A eppe deCareffa was comallo thither for favors which 

had received from the Viceroy from Beneyento to Na- 
ples: He placed alſo at the ſame time divers gards at the 
gates , that the Cavaliers ſhold nor get out to joyn in 
Pands againſt the peeple , which was much feared, out of 
the eontcffions which were drawn from the foreſayed 
Banditi, therfore an exact ſearch was made for theſe in 
all the Movaſterics throughout the City, where di vers 
were found , and being dragged out they had thcir heads 
chopt off, and put upoa peles up and dawn the ſtreets. 
And becaulc there was a report ran that the Duke of 
Mataloni bimſclf was at St. Efrem ; one of the . Capu« 
chins Churches a great ſquadron of armed men went 
thither, with ravenous reſg[utions to drag him out and 
execute him: But a little before having got timely ad- 
- vice by a Spie , he got out in the diſguiſc of a Ca- 
puchin Fricr 3 and although the people went all the 
waies to overtake him , yet they could not doit, in re- 
gard that he was got before upon a ({ivift Courkier to- 
wards Benevento ; the peeple being much inrag'd at 
his eſcape: But whoſoever of his (errants,pages, laquays, 
Myfick-boyes, or any other that belong'd unto bim came 
into their hands , they pceſcntly murthered rkcm, And 
beeauſe the rage of the people after the ſaycd Duke of 
Aſ#ralonj;was bent nexc againſt D.Guiſeppe (araf}a his 
brother, ther went four thouſand perſous all armed to 
the fo'rcſayed Monaſtery of Santa Maria della Nuovs 
of the Z.occolanti,where he had ſecured himſelf, as alſo bis 
brother, Father Gergorio {araffs Prior de la Racella, 
who being aflifted by God for his innocence and in- 
nated geodnefle , became a Prophet 5o himſelf, and 

to 
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to his brother Pon Guiſeppe , of the approaching dan- 
ger that did menace their deſttuion , he exhorted and 
conjured him to ger away with him , and to transfer 
themſelfs to a place of great ſecurity : But he , nor gi- 
ving car to the exhortations of the Prior, but yeelding ro 
his hard deſtiny, he remained alone in the ſaid Mena- 
ery, the Prior taking leave of him with tears in his 
eyes, who being (carce gon, the foreſayed rabble ſurpri- 
xd the place, and ruſhing in wich extreme rage , 
though a great while they could not find him , he being 
hid in the lecrcrel} place of the Monaſtery 3 whence he 
got means to give notice to the Viceroy of his deſperate 
condition; hnd therefore to amuſe ar diyert the rabble , 
he defired him to. let fly two picces of Ordnance ( bur 
without bullets} among them; and ir might be, thar be- 
ing ſo terrified , they mizhr return to the town to take 
new counſe}ls, and ſo he might have epportunicy to 
make this eſcape. This note being ſowed berwixt the (ole 
and the tho of a poor converted Fricr, he gave him a 
good reward to go with it to the caftle ; Bur what ? 
the bearer had ſcarce pur himſelf upon his way , but 
being ſtopped by ſome malicious ſpics , he was ſearched 
from head to foot , where they Sand the ſayed note, 
and (0 they fell upon him molt furiouſly, and chop't of 
his head. | 
Caraffa hereupon having loſt all hopes of preſerving 
himſelf, for the certainty the peeple had gor that he was 
in the ſayed Monaftery , and for the hot cager malice 
wherewith they purſued ym, he reſolved to attempt 
aneſcape , being told byrche Fryers , thar the brubth 
peeple would ſearch all the cells, dormitories, with any 
other places public or priyate within the Monaſtery , as 
alſo zhe altars themſclts , Church-yards ; end ev'ry cor- 
ner of Church or Convent : having don (ſo in. ſurdr

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found 3 But to do this with lefſe danger he put off his 
Fryers weeds and apparell'd himſclfe with a ſecular 
habit,whercin leaping out of a window of the Monaſtery 
over againſt a ſhop where a Silkweaver dwelt, he re- 
cover'd himſelf with four of his confidents all habited 
like Fryers,iato the next houſe, where a mean woman 
dwelt, and hiding hiunſclf there under a bed, he prayed 
her ( with large promiſes of reward) to conceal himz 
but theill-narur'd and baſe woman promiſing her (chfz 

reater reward from the promiſcuous crew, diſcover'd 
a and deliver'd him into their hands, with the other 
foure of his retinuc : among whom when they had 
ſeiz'd upon him , they dragg'd him along the little 

' Piazza of Ceriglio notwithſtanding that he bad pro- 
mis'd twelye thouſand. crownes in good gold if they 
would ſafer him to eſcape : and although ſom began to 
hearken to ſuch a profer, yet the greater number wold 
not, but barbarouſly cricd out with loud exclamations, 
Fill bim, kill the Traytor ; at which words , among 
others which f1iſhed him with dazgers and Rtillerros, 
a yoang feliow, ſon to a Butcher hard by, with a grex 
knife cut bis throat , and chopr off his head 5 whid 
being done, 'tis incredible what cxultacions ef joy and 
triumphing there was among them , as it they had taken 
off the head of the great Turk, and cut to pieces

ging many baſe upprobrious werds, and making a kind 
of ſpcech unto the people rouching the Juſtice of ' 
God which comes ſurcly , though flowly , to punith the 
ouilty , and uſerh ro make a compenſation for the flows 
nefle with the greater ſcycriry, making apylication of the 
do&rine of that wiſe man , who without ſtudying ceuld

ing Maſauiet 0 did publimh a rigorous Ban,thar all as wel 
people,as Cayalicrs, thold be ready art the ſound of the 
public Bell under pain ro have their houſes fir'd; for the 
ſuſpition continued ſtill , that there was a plor for more 
Bandiri ro invade rhe City, and to joyn with the Spaniſh 
and German Militia to ſurpriſe her; bur whereas Cava- 
liers were mentioned-in that Ban,'rwas to make an often- 
tation of their power, rather then ro make uſe of any of 
them, for they did not confide in them. There were vyeſ- 
ſells full of carch and Rones placed at the head of ever 
ſtreet, and upon the approach at night Maſaniells com- 
manded for the Watch of the City, and to prevent all 
robberies, that Forres and Baſtions thold be rais'd at the 
mouth of every ſtreet , nor onely where the peeple, bur 
where the Nobility did inkabit , which was pct formed 


with ſuch fpecd that it was marvellous, for before half an 


hour of nigh all thar vaſt City was found barrieadoed 
and fortificd, wich barrclls full of carth, faggors, timber 
and ſtones, ſo'thar bur one could paſle*ar a time,and that 
with ſome difficulty : He commanded alſo that all the 
Houſes and Palaccs, as wcll of Cayakers,as of Citizens, 
as alſo of Monks and regular Orders, under pain of ha-
